Food for thought ta provided 
‘in the suggestion advanced by 
Mr, J. H. Hunt that there should 
be created in Hongkong a Cul- 
_ tural Centre, for the avowed pur-

tionalitices into closer contact 


and better. understanding. It’ 


has long been held as a reprogch 
against this Colony that relative- 
_ly Httle ia done in the matter of 
| cultural activity. Most people, it 
is to be feared, concentrate the 
greater part of their energics on 
money-making and sport, often 
to the total exclusion of the 
higher interests. If Mr. Hunt's 
proposal were seriously acted 
upon, it would serve the dual pur- 
pose of encouraging inter-racial 
intercourse and at the same time 
fostering an interest in the arts. 
According to the sponsor of the 
project, sport, Olympic Games and 
Concord Clubs can do nothing to 
Kill nationalism. That may be 
an over-statement of the facts, 
but there is a substratum of 
truth in the submission, ard there 
will bo a considerable body of 
opinion supporting the conten- 
tion that what is lacking in these 
| agencies can bo provided through

That js not 
the manner in which most citics 
provide the essential amenities of 
such a centro, and the danger js 
that In oxchango for the old thea- 
tro and suite of public rooms the 
Colony may find itself provided 
with a vory small section of a 
genoral Government building; in 
other words, that the City Hall 
will be quite a secondary consl- 
doration: We have only to turn 
to the example, of Sheffield, which 
we quoted a fow days ago, to show 
the paing. which that induatrlal 
city fs taking to, provide in its 
magnificent new City Hall a 
placo where culture and ‘beauty 
may come into its own, this des- 
pite the hard times which are 


being experienced in that rogion. |: 


Surely it fs not even now too late 
in.the day for Hongkong to revise 
its plan and consider the -possi- 
bility of crecting a separate City 
Holl in place of that which has 
now fallon into disuse. If that 
could be donc, some such scheme 
at that outlined by Mr. Hunt 
would be made all the easier of 
realisation. . 
Whilst it ia true that there are 


| cultural agencies in existence in

Hongkong, they are 
few in number, and they are 
split up into numbers of small 
organisations, with little contact 
between one and the other. There 
ig the Art Club, various photogra- 
phic socleties, the English As- 


sociation, amateur theatrical and 


musical bodies, and various other 
activities run In. connexfon with 
schools, . religious bodies and 
almilar organisations. Mr. Hunt 
would like to see all such intercsts 
meeting under one roof and thus 
bring peoples -of all nationall- 
ties into closer contact one with 
the other.

War Debts. and Economics. 


Between then, Mr. Winston 
Churchill and Mr. Stanley Bruce 
have stated the plain man’s views 
on: the war'debt~ fasuo~ without 
hyperbole. There has got to be 
a new reckoning. Britain cannot 
go on Jaying golden eggs for ever, 
xooso though -she has been 
throughout the whole business. 
The British proposal for a further 
moratorium was advanced after 
deep consideration, in full know- 
ledge of conditions in the United 
States. A large transfer of capi- 
tal to-day would couse o colossat 
economic disturbance in Europe, 
with damaging reactions upon the 
world economic conference. Un- 
‘fortunately, Mr. Franklin Roose- 
velt chose to bo the politician in- 
atead of statesman and President 
Hoover’s hands were immendiately 
tied. There seems no reason to ex- 
pect that even his Debt Commission 
proposal will meet with any hap- 
pler reception than that accorded 
his similar. proposal nearly twelve 
months ago. Congress appears 
to bo-hcedless of: the realities of 
the situation. President Hoover's 
only other iden is the securing of an 
expansion of foreign markets for 
United States products in return 
for collateral ‘rovision’ of debt 
charges. Presumably -this means 
wider markets in Europe.and more 
tightly closed doors on the other 
aide of the Atlantic. Yet if there 
is one subject upon which com- 
petont economic opinion the world 
over is agreed, it: ig that no 
return to normal economic well- 
being anywhere’ is possible 
until all countrics have made 
somo contribution to clearing 
away the jungle of: tariff, trade

Useful Suggestions.

Tho moat pleasant music to the 
cars of the automobile driver is 
the sweet purring of a motor. 


Tho most atroclous noise, for 
which ‘there’s no excuso, is tha 
squeaking of the brakes, 

Yet, it’a ensy to silence that 
noise so thant the hum of the 
motor fan't drowned out. It fs in 
fact posstble to prevent such noise 
altogether, 


Brake squenking is the result of 
n scraping or plowing. action of 
metal or grit in the Ining, Grit 
from the rond, especially after a 
long country run over dirt high- 
waya, {8 excusable, But the metal 
‘dust that-gets in between the 
brake drum and the lining could 
havo beon kept outin tho first 
place. 

* * cd 

Metal dust comes from acratch- 
ing of the brake drum by the wire 
in the brake lining, high rivet 
heads, or particles of steo! from 
the drum {tself. All this, in turn, 
fy due to worn-down brake lining. 

Rubber or felt Hners and metal 


|shima under the linings aro now 


being used to avoid squealing 
brakes. Hardor, high-carbon steel 
is being utilized for the brake 
drum, nowadays, assuring truo cir- 
cularity of the brake bands,

It is sometimes the least diver- 
sgence from true circularity that 
causes brake bands to wear down 
at one point and cause squealing. 
The wearing part, then, should 
not only bo hammered to shape, 
but should get a rubber liner, or 4 
‘metal shim under the Mning be- 
tween tho rivets to make up for 
wear at that point. iy 

‘Use of a lubricant is not advised 
to take the squeal out of brakes. 
Sometimes dry powered graphite, 
which will not collect dirt, fa ap- 
plied, but oven this is only a 
mukeshift. 


Application of an oily or greasy 
lubricant is dangerous. It often 
lends to violent seizing of the 
brakes,. causing uncomfortable 
driving ‘and . porhaps serious 
damage to the car. Sheared 
rivets, stripped gears, and cven a 
broken axle might be the result.

Nine-tenths of the brake jobs 
that yo to service stations, it is 
estimated, are found to have no 
free movement at the external an- 
chor support of thg. brake. The 
result of this is lack of contact be- 
tween drum and lining at the rear, 
while high pressure is applied to 
tho front of the brake. : 

This is like a brake Hning ou 
of true, causing hard stcel parti- 
cles to be ground out by the brake 
netion so that squealing is the 
result, If the rear anchor sup- 
port In eased up a trifle, it will 
permit the ining to come into con- 
tact with the drum at that end 
and even up ‘the pressure all 
around, :

One of the major problems con- 
fronting the automobile industry 
is to make the “doughnut” tyre 
atick, now that engineers have 
developed it. 


When first introduced the new 
low. pressure tyre had been devel-. 
oped with little thought to the ve- 
hicle it waa to adorn. Put since 
those first days of the tyre, about 
three years ago, it has developed 
thany flaws. 


Truc, it looks nice, and. rides 
comfortably. But engineers have 
had numerous complaints since 
they have been ndopted. by car 
makers. Automobiles have de- 
veloped dangerous front wheel 
“shimmy” with this type tyre, it is 
complained, Thereis a definite 
lag in steering. Doughnut 
cquipped cars ure said'to be un- 
stuble at both front and rear ends. 


Doughnuts interfere with shock 
absorber action, many motorists 
complain, Speed and acceleration 
is reduced, along with an increare 
in gasoline consumption, others 
say. : 
What Auto Men Think 


In the opinion of several nuto- 
mobile designers, doughnut tyres 
were designed too hastily. 


“They throw passenger car de- 
sign out of balance by emphasiz- 
ing tyrea to the exclusion of other 
features,” one automobile engineer 
says. “Present day design must 
be changed in’ many important 
particulara if doughnut tyres are 
to be used to advantage or at all.

According to the engineer, the 
following has to be done to the 
modern automobile to naccom- 
modate the naw tyres: 


Now atecring system, redesigned 
fondors, larger space for brakes, 
different shock absorbers, lighter

Kingdom Patonts Ordinances of 
tho Colony were introduced on the 
instructions of the Secrotary of 
State in ordor to carry out tho re- 
commendations of the British 
Empire Patent Conference, 1922, 
and the Imperial Economic Cop- 
ference, 1923. They have been 
adapted with slight alterations 
from a draft: model Ordinance 
prepared by the’ Board of Trado. 
Defects in tho model ‘have been 
pointed out by the Secretary of 
State from time to time and tho 
principal Ordinance, has been 
amended accordingly, . the latcat 
amendment having been effected 
by Ordinance No, 18 of 1932 which 
was pnascd ta comply with the 
Secretary of State's ‘Circular 
(2)" despatch of the 27th 
February, 1932. , . 
‘A more recent Colonial Office 
circular despatch dated the Sth 
September, 1982, points .out a 
further defect which has been 
discovered in the model, and which 
necossitates the substitution of 
the words “date of the patent” for 
the words “date of the issue of 
the patent” in two places in sub- 
section’ (2) of section 8 of 
Ordinance No. 18 of 1925, a6

~ ARE PEOPLE READING THE BIBLE LESS? 


In the Ideal Homes Exhibition | 
held this year in England there 
wis a model-Victorian house. One 
of the prominent pieces of furni- 
ture to be seen in it was a large 
family Bible. It was not to be 
seen in the houses of twenticth 
century England. Why was this? 
I could not help wondering, do 

| people read the Bible leas now than 
_ they used to? Perhaps they read it 
on the quict, but it would seem not. 
'A conversation not very long ago 
turned onto the subject of the’ 
Biblo and a university man who 
had been brought up at one of the 
big public schools anid he did not 
know there wag a book of Peter 
‘in the Bible! 

Yet the Societies which publish 
the Bible are having record sales. 
Tho Rible is the world’s best seller 
by a long way. Perhaps it ig that 
other nationalities are reading it 
moro while we English speaking 
peoples are being left behind. The. 
Bible |hns been, printed into at 
least six hundred languages and 
dialects and the 
each year. ; 

What then is the reason why we 
aro reading the Bible less now 
than in the Inst century? I think 
thnt there are several rensons for 
this, but chiefly ‘because the 
average man belicves the Bible to 
bo a discredited book, that it made 
claims for itself which have ‘been 
found out to be false, so that it 
fa out of dato now. Many ‘say 
that tho discovorics of scionce 
have discredited tha Bible. Its 
contontg -cannot be mado to agree 


number grows 


with what eacience tenches now. ie 


Somo sny. that what Is popularly 


ealled Higher Criticism has shewn 
that the Bible 1s not what it 
claimed to be. The writers of 
some of the books of the Bible 
only assumed names of famous 
national heroes. This series of 
articles will attempt to deal with 
these difficulties. and to: find out 
whether these charges are true. 

It would be an interesting en- 
quiry to find out how many of those 
who say that the Bible is discre- 
dited have over read. it through 
from one end to the other. 1 ven- 
ture to say that there are not many 
even among the clergy and minis- 
ters of the church who have done 
this. I remember the first time 
that I did this. It gave mo exactly 
thu same sort of fecling as one 
gets on climbing a mountain peak, 
It was possible to get a view of 
the book as a whole, just aa from 
tho mountain peak one can look 
down ‘on the country around and 
sce it as a whole. No doubt there 
are dark crevasses, scarred rocks 
and terrifying precipices. but 
from tho top each is seen as add- 
ing beauty to tho whole. Ench 
has its placo in the Inndscnpa be- 
fore ono’s cyes. . 

But perhaps it is neithor science 
nor criticism which has caused 
some to neglect reading tho Biblo, 
but the failure to find a key to its 
meaning. It is ke a puzzle which 
perhaps as a child you were /intor- 
ested in, but no solution has an- 
peared and you havo Ieft it. In 
the.Art Gallery at’ Manchester. is 
one of Lord. Leighton’s famous 
‘pictures “The Captive Androma- 
There are. over twenty 
figures in the picture. Some‘are

carrying loads; some are doing 
business; some are playing. I have 
looked at them many times, but not 
until an artist explained it to my 
brother did I sce the artist's ob- 
ject in them. In some way or 
other all the figures turn the atten- 
tion of the observer to the central 
figure, weeping-Andromache. The 
key' to the different figures lies in 
the central one. All is focussed 
on her. So in the Bible, you have 
found no key to open its moaning. 
The key lies in the Central Per- 
sonnge.. Lawgiver and, priest, 
psalmist and prophet find their 
explanation in the central figure 
of Jesus - Christ.'. Apostle © and 
disciple do no more -than- point to 
the Central Figure. The Old Teat- 
ament ig the preparation for, the 
New Testament. is. the Advont of 
Jesus Christ; - - . 


The Biblo haa - difficultics, but 
who svould expect that a book 
which claims to be the revelation 
of: God,. would. bo without its 
dificultics. But’ read ft first. 
Give it a trial, Try the key and 
see if it fits. the: lock. if Jesus 
Christ is not the Central Figure 
and aolution ‘to-the Bible.

PIDGIN-CORNISH 


‘Somo Interesting iplasentunes in 
Cornwall are boing examined by tho 
English Place-Name Socicty, which 
{a working on 2 volume of Cornish 
place-names, ° 


As the more obscurd valleys, 
moorlands, and porths of the Duchy 
are becoming bettcr known to the 
ever-penctrating public of Eng- 
land, maps and sign-posts and 
farm-gates reveal new surprises in 
the form of place-namea. Some of 
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these aro grotesque; many are ox-f. 


tremely melodious, othors quite the 
roverse. Actually, few have wan- 
dered so far from their original 
form that n/little knowledge of the 
Corhish Innguaoge fails to explaln 
them. It is when these old Celtic 
names have been Anglicised into a 
sort of, pidgin-Cornish that the 
strangest results occur, 


_To take a few at random. What 
can be more . imaginative _ than 
Idless, Belovely, or Noon Down- 
ing, or what more. appealing as a 
home-name than Cutcaro or Como- 
to-Good, Little Beside, Retire, or 
Little Regarded? They sound like 
fancy names, but they are far too 
old for that, and suburbia might 
well go to Cornwall fot inspira- 
tion in these matters. 


At the other end of the scale we 
shave Hhwill, Purgatory, ‘and’ Great 
Sinns, The translation of place- 
names is always a thorny subject, 
and full of pitfalls, but tho origin, 
of most of these is fairly clear. 


.| Edless was anciently Ed-less. Ed is 


probably’ “ard,” meaning high, and 
“les” means an enclosure, or court. 


Relovely is corrupted (not alto- 
gether by accident, one would 
think) from Belouda, or Belovka, 
the ancient beacon which stands 
nlongaide Castle-nn-dinas, on the 
slopes of which Belovely Hes.
